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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1 and 3-10 remain pending in the application. 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a previous Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

Claims 1 and 3-10 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lee (US 2002/0114873 A1). 

Applicant's arguments were fully considered, but not found persuasive. 

First, Applicant's argue that the Affidavit submitted 6/10/04 under 37 CFR 1 .131 
provides evidence that the Invention was made before Lee (US 2002/01 14873 A1 ). 
This affidavit was fully considered by the Examiner. It is clear from the Korean patent 
application that the application was filed May 15, 2000, however, the patent application 
by Lee was filed in February of 2000. Therefore, the affidavit filed on 6/10/04 is not 
convincing to overcome the rejection. 
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The second argument by Applicants focuses on the contention that the ginseng 
of the Instant claims differs from the Siberian ginseng as disclosed by Lee. Applicant 
has provided web printouts that explain the characteristics of Siberian ginseng. 
However, there is nowhere in the claims, or the Instant specification which teaches that 
the ginseng of the Instant claims is not Siberian ginseng. Applicants state that 'ginseng' 
is actually from the 'ginsenosides' genus and not from the genus of Acanthopanacis (of 
which, Siberian ginseng is a member). It is noted that 'ginsenosides' is not known as a 
genus of ginseng, but compounds intrinsic to species of ginseng absent evidence to the 
contrary. In any case, 'ginseng' comprises many forms of ginseng such as American 
ginseng, Korean ginseng and Siberian ginseng for example. Applicants have claimed 
ginseng' which is considered to be a broad recitation of any type of ginseng. 
Because the term 'ginseng' is broad, it is deemed that the species of Siberian ginseng 
obviates the recitation of 'ginseng'. 

No Claims are allowed.
